From Iansard, the parliamentary debates, 
and other sources, lie draws, materials to 
sliow that Englandywas the aggrossor in the 
war with France in 1798, and deduces the 
conchiston that such war & was hatched upon 
the continent in tlie secret councils of des- 
potic courts, and fed from the industry of 
England by lier then oligarichical. govern- 
ment; that its object was to deprive the 
French people of the right of self-govern- 
ment, and to place their liberties at the dis- 
posal of an arbitrary kings a corrupt church, 
‘and a depraved aristocracy.” Mr, Cobderi 
seems-to think that it is a most completa de- 


they have been a peace-loving nation; on 
the contrary, he says 

„We have been the most combative and 
aggressive community that has existed since 
the days of the Roman dominion. ‘Since 
the revolution of 1688 we have expended 
more than fifteen hundreds of millions of 
money upon wars, not one of which has been 
upon dur on shores, or in defence of our 
hearths and homes.

It is displayed in our fondness for 
numerous monuments to waftfors, even at 
tlie doors of our marts of commerce; in the 
frequent memorials of our battles; in the 
names6f bridges, streets, and omuibuses; 
but, above all, in the display whicb public 
dpinion tolerates in our metropolitan cathe- 
dral, whose walls are decorated with bas- 
reliefs of battle · scenes, or storming of towns 
and charges of bayonets, where horses and 
riders, ships, cannon, aud musketry realize 
by turns, in a Christian temple, the fierce 
struggle of the siege and the battle field. I 
have-visited, I believe, all the great Christian 
temples in the capitals: of Europe; but my 
memory fails me if I saw anything to com- 
pure with it.

Bs of his impe- 
rial regime, his throne would: not be worth 
twenty-four hours purchase; and no body 
knows this better than he and those who sur- 
round him. I am penning these pages in a 
maritime country. Stretching from the sea 
right across to the verge of the next country, 
and embracing a great part of the parish in 
which I sit, are tho estates of three proprie- 
tors, which extend in almost unbroken mas- 
ses for upwards of twenty miles. ‘The resix 
dence of one of them is surrounded by a 


walled: park ‘ten miles in cireumference. 


Not only.could not Louis Napoleon cre- 
ate three such entailed estates in a province 
of France, hut were he to declare himself 
favorable to such a state of things, it would 
be fatal to his popularity. Public opinion, 


by Which alone he reigus, would instantly 


‘abandon him. Yet this landed system flou- 
ishes-in all our oounties, without opposition | 
or question.“ 

Mr. Cobden’s ably-written pamphlet closes. 
with # protest “against the engerness shown 
hy many dergymen to eulogize ths late de- 
parted warrior in express- pulpit discourses. 
He says that the.Duko’s highest notion of 
duty Was submission to the orders ‘of a su- 
perior, and that he held the duty of the com- 
mander in-the army to be subniissive to the 
orders of his sovereign; through: the govern- 
ment, thus” making the generalin-chief as 
505 a machine as the private soidier in the 
ranks, Mr. Cobden thinks that. the only 
general who oaght to receive such encomi- 


ums as have been showered upon the late 
Duke of Wellington is he who fights. upon 


che prinelple of defending the right WhO 
takes arms in a really just and necessary 

war, and who is convinod of thé correctness 

of the cause for which he contends and lia- 

zards lie. 


A SORAP oF HISTORY. 

The history of the rise of slayery i in the 
United States makes ‘the people, of the 
north equally with the people of this south, 
responsible ſor itz ‘existence, When the. 
federal: compact was, formed there was not a 
free State on the continent. Each and every 
‘ofthe original chirteen held staves, Thus, 
slaveholding was one of the integral and 
primary conditions of our confederation; and 
was recognized by the constitution itself. 
Yet with this mark of fallibility our country 
has grown in beauty, and grown as no gov- 
ernmentever, grew before, until it is now the 
wonder and the hope of the Christian world. 

We are led by. these reflections by pera- 
sing an article in the New York Democrat, 
having ſor-its purpose to do justice to the 
south. The people of the north do not re- 
member, when they assault the institutions 
of the south, that the greatest.sacrifices no- 
cessary to the formatioti of the Union were 
made by the southern States. The revolu- 
tion had left the confederacy largely in debt, 
and when the Union was finally established, 
there was no wey of meeting the first ex- 
penses of its new being. Virginia respond- 
ed to acall for aid, by the magnanimous 
cession of her immense domain beyond the 
Ohio. The provisions for the settlement of 
this territory, and for the survey ‘and Sale of 
tho public lands, for: the national relief, na- 
turally included a temporary government 
for its term of minority, and prospective ar- 
rangements for its final place in the family of 
States; and they were made in the broadest 
spirit of liberality. ‘Slavery was not then an 
element of sectional jealousy, and a com- 
mon desire to limit its influence, actuated all 
the members of the Federal Union, It was 
therefore decided, by uniyersal consent; that 
ft should not be permitted to enter the future” 
States north of the Ohio ; although for the 
protection of the slavelolders of other States

slaves could be reclaimed from the non- 
slarobolding States, Of all the represerita- 
tives present when this act passed Congress, | e 
one ouly—Mr. Yates, of New York—votet’ 
against it; and it became a law aud rege 
dent in the land.
